As STUFF’S guest writer, he offers a new slant on the 
Alumni Essay Contest, ending April 1, 1939. (Ed.) 

Thirty-three years ago, in June of 1906, the Alumni Association 
of St. Joseph’s College passed an important resolution upon motion 
of the ,Rev. Thomas M. Conroy, now the Right Rev. Monsignor Con- 
roy, Rector of the Cathedral of Fort Wayne. This resolution in- 
augurated the Alumni Essay Contest, the first winner of which was 
Bernard J. Condon, now the Rev. Bernard J. Condon, C. PP. S., a 
professor of long standing at St. Joseph’s. He received a gold medal 
awarded at the Twelfth Annual Commencement, June 18, 1907, for 
his essay entitled “A Silent Influence on English Literature.” 

The Alumni Essay Contest has since held a traditional place 
among the activities at this institution, and has been “a silent in- 
fluence” in the promotion of literary achievement on the part of the 
students. 

But in order that the contest remain a living tradition here, the 
students must make the most of the opportunities which it affords 
them. Affairs of this kind entail a certain amount of sacrifice on 
the part of the Alumni; and it is only fair that the student body 
give this contest its wholehearted cooperation. 

The extent of student cooperation will be judged by the general 
caliber of the essays submitted, and by the number of students who 
participate.
